— (1) The helmet and protec- 
tive foot-wear referred to in sub-regulation (1) of regulation 182 shall be supplied 
free of charge, to evey person going into a mine or employed to work in a mine, 
by the owner, agent or manager of a mine, who shall at all times maintain a suffi- 
cient stock of these articles in order to ensure immediate supply as and when need 
for the same arises.
